EXTRACT. 
$F rom a Sermon by Rev. Mr. Ravn ER, on Matt. iii. 
11, published in the Religious Inguirer.] 

‘‘ Jindeed baptize you with wuter unio repent- 
ance, but he that cometh ufter me is mightier than 
I, whose shoes Tam not rrorthy to bear; he shail 
aaptize you with the Holy Ghost, and with fire.” 

The extraordinary and miraculous influ- 
ence, called the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and of fire, with which John declared our 
Saviour should baptize, took place, and 
was tulfilied, as we have already noticed, 
soon aiter the ascension of Christ And 
therefore to adduce the text as evidence 
that christians are still to be baptized tm 
the same manuer, with fire and the Huly 
Ghost, or to ve subjects of the same extra- 
ordinary influences, is wresting the pas- 
sage irom its original intention, and ma- 


ing his Son into the world for their redemp- 
tion, and acknowledge the greatness of his 
love in this gift, &c. They will then turn 
and pray to the Son, acknowledge him to 
be the eternal God, and thank him tor 
coming into the world and suifering and 
dying ‘or man. Again they renew their 
petitions, and address them to the Holy 
Ghost, as a distinct person, acknowledge 
him to be the only true and eternal God, 
and entreat him to descend and exert his 
Almighty power in renewing their hearts; 
and sometimes the three persons united, 
under he name of the Trinity, are wor- 
sipped, adored, and entreated to have 
mercy upon them. Now prayers and de- 
volions, thus differently addressed, to & 
being under different names, characters 
and offices, must, as betore remarked, oc- 
casion a degree of contusion of mind, and 
an unavoidavie division of devotional feel- 
ings and exercises, which the sunple doc- 
trine of the divine unvy—oit one uncom- 
pounded being, undivided essence, is cal- 
culated to avoid, 

And it is believed the scriptures uni- 


king a most unwarrantable application of formly direct us to adore and worship one 


It. 

We are now only to expect the common 
and salutary influence of christian princi- 
ples, and gospel truth, commending tuem- 
selves to our anderstandings aad our aifec- 
tions, our faith and our hope, and our 
cheeriul and constant obedience. 

We are not now to look tor a divine in- 
fluence accompanied by a supernatural! 
light and a voice trom heaven as in tie 
case of Saul ou his way t. Damaseus.— 
Nor. by a mghty earthquake, lke that 
which rent the prison im which Pau! and 
Silas were contmed—nor with a great 
noise from heaven, as of a rushing mighty 
wind, nor with fiery appearances like 
those which ligh‘ed on the Apostles on the 
day of Pentecost. The earthquake aud 
the fire; the wind and the great noise, 
have passed by. The season jor these 
visible and extraordinary tokens is past, 
and we are now to atténd to the still and 
gentle voice of grace and mercy, speak- 
ing to us in the g spel of peace, the min- 
istry of reconciliation, proclaiming glory 
to God, and good will to men, fully reveal- 
ed in the kingdom,—the established reign 
of the Messiah. Under this reign of gos- 
pel grace and saivation, we may iudeed 
expect to be renewed and quickened, bj 
its animating and persuasive influences; 
and we should earnestiy desire and pray 
that our hearts may be baptised, or rather 
inflamed with the fire of divine love; pro- 
ducing an ardent desire for the glory of 
God; and universal benevolence and good 
will to our fellow men. These influences, 
and effects we still have a right to expect: 
but not those extraordinary *perations sig- 
nified in the text by being vaptized with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire; which, as we 
have seen, have already had their accom- 
pit umont, and we have uo concern with 
the 4, further than as evidences of the 
truiu of christianity. 

Concerning tie operations of the Loly 
Ghost, it may be proper to offer some ad- 
ditional remarks. The terms, Holy Ghost, 
Holy Spirit, Spirit of God, &c. have long, 
and generally been understood to desig- 
nate, what has been called the third person 


in the Trinity; equal wit’ tue Father and | 


the Son, but distinct in person and in ope- 
ration from both the former. A theory, 
for which it is believed, there is no just 
foundation, either in reason or scripture. 
By the Spirit of God, or by the influences 
of this spirit, wherein does it appear to be 
necessary or reasonable to understand any 
thing more than God himself, who is a spir- 
x; and these influences and operations, 
which in various ways, and in different de- 
grees he is pleased to exert, and to exhib- 
it for the benefit of mankind? The influence 
of the spirit of God, must mean a spiritual 
fluence from God, the great spirit, the 
Father of all spirits, and the creator and 
#overnor of all beings and things. When 
tis said that Christ would baptize with 
the Holy Ghost, the meaning evidently is, 
that a divine power and influence would 
accompany the ministrations of Christ, to 
convince mankind of his divine mission, 
and to establish the truth of the christian 
rehgion, 
When it is said that holy men of God 
Spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost, the meaning is, that they spoke, or 
Wrote as by a divine influence they were 
directed; that is, by the influence of God, 
ho is a holy spirit. When it is said that 
— heavenly Father will give the Holy 
aan to them that ask him, the meaning is 
oi ys he will give them one of the co- 
a persons of the Trinity; but that he 
whi five them all spiritual good things, 
a os all come from God, who is the 
aa r every good and perfect gift. The 
teak three distinct persons, each God, 
Pry greatly to confuse the mind in pray-

Chris , the divinely appointed Meditator 
between God and men, the man Christ 
Jesus. 

We have noticed in this discourse that 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire, did, according to the true meaning of 
the passage, take place at a specific time, 
on the day of Pentecost, and that a recur- 
rence of the influences and operations then 
exhibited, are not now to be expected.— 
That a divine and salutary intluence still 
accompanies the promulgation oi the truths 
of the gospel,enlightening the understand- 
ings of men, exciting their gratitude and 

their obedience, increasing their consola- 
tions, and animating their hopes, we do 
not deny, nay we contidently claim. But 
-in the representations which are frequcnt- 
ly given of the operations of the spirit, and 
its wonderful outpourings,in certainplaces, 
at particular times, we have no fellowship, 
aud no confidence. We often see or hear 
it stated, that there is a wondertul revi al 
in such a place—a great outpouring of the 
spirit in such a fown, or in such a particu- 
lar congrepetion ; orthodox of course; not 
Epiecopatane eee betiy of ieee nk! 
ver supposed to be poured out upen them, 
'or to very little effect. They it seems, are 
left by the common parent, the great spir- 
it of grace and goodness and salvation, to 
do as well as they can, without those great 
outpourings,and extraordinary influences; 
and some orthodox congregations, appear 
to be far less favored in this respect than 
others, owing it is presumed to their not 
, having a clergyman as well calculated to 
get pa revival, or as powerful in calling 
| down the spirit. Hence some ministers 
|have become very famous; have been in 
| great request, and have been sent, and sent 
|for, all over the country, on account of 
their peculiar skill in this business; be-

‘hand in hand, and mutually aid and 
strengthen each other? When will chris- 
tianily and common sense be allowed to 
claim a kindred alliance? Must supersti- 
tion, bigotry, wild enthusiasm, and idle 
tradition, forever disfigure the counte+ 
nance, and distort the comely features of 
‘the religion of Jesus? No, it must yet ap- 
| pear and be vievwed in all its beauty, and 
in all its excellence; fair as the maon, clear | 
as the sun, and (over all opposition) pow- 
erful as an army with banners. And thus 
the verse following the text declares, con- 
cerning our Saviour. ‘Whose fan is in his 
hand, and he will thoroughly purge his 
floor, and will gather his wheat into his 
garner; but he will burn up the chaff with 
unquenchable fire.” It would not be an 
unnatural explanation of this figurative 
language, to consider the chaff here men- 
tioned, as representing all false doctrine, 
all errors in principles and ;ractice, which 
must ultimately be destreyed by the force 
of truth, and the fire of divine love, and 
nothing remain on Christ’s floor, or 
under his reign and government, but 
righteousness and peace. But probably

day, in an eccentric sally of fanaticism, 
ran, almost entirely naked. through the 
streets of that city, warning all its ina 
itants of the impending wrath of Heaven; 
and exhorting them in the most solemn 
manner, to avert the approaching danger, 
by humbly imploring the meiey of an of- 
fended Deity; but this religious paroxysm 
was of short duration fe was at this 
time in habits of intimacy with the great 
characters who then filled the protession- 
al chatrs of the university, and ardently 
engaged in the puisuits of study; and the 
exercisea which his daily iasks required, 
together with the company aud conversa- 
tion of these rational, well-informed, and 
thinking men, preserved his reason, and 
soon resteved him to the full and tice en- 
joyment of those faculties, from which both 
science and tumanity afterward derived 
sv many benetits.— Zimmerman,
